In 1845 he entered 
the Royal Surgical and Medical col­ 
lege at Dresden and pasted his exam­ 
ination in the spring of 1848. 
From 
there he went to Wuezbu^g, but being 
on the republican side, 
arraigned 
against his family, all officers and 
Royalists, the considered it better to 
go to America which he did Sept. 12, 
1848.

Verily the days of suggestiveness on the 
stage are upon us, at least so far as this 
city is concerned.

Cheap E lectric Launches. 
Every m an who has a boat oan now vir­ 
tually have his electric launch. 
The port­ 
able electric motor, rudder and propeller 
weigh about 25 pounds and are quickly a t­ 
tached to any rowboat or tender. 
The 
motor, which is small, is m ounted on top 
of the rudder and operated by a prim ary 
battery placed either in the bow or under 
one of the seats. The propeller is attached 
to the rudder with a shaft connecting it 
w ith the motor. 
The steerer of the boat, 
as he sits in the stern, can control the 
speed by a small rotary cock handle at the 
end of the tiller arm , of which he always 
retains hold. 
Attached to the handle also 
is an electric switch, which controls the 
current for going ahead or backing.

takes only a few m inutes to pour a new 
solution into the battery, which w ill then 
run all day. 
The cost of the whole plant

The arguments used are 
satisfying to the minds of people who 
are Infatuated with the scheme. The 
American people are easily infatuated. 
Nebraska was clamoring, not long 
ainee 
for government depositories; 
darning that the western 
farmers 
should be furnished with govern met * 
funds on corn and other cerals at two 
per cent, interest. 
Many of the south­ 
ern and western states backed by the 
United States senate, erenow demand 
ing the free and unlimited coinage, of 
■'Ive? on a forty cent basis. The aver 
age American is a restless being. 
His 
ambition to better his condition is 
laudable, but his promises are not al­ 
ways right. 
His environments and 
opportunities, are not paralelled by 
any other country in the world. That 
he should be encouraged to save and 
ascumulate in any legtimate way, is 
not a debatable question, and th%t 
these savings should be surrounded 
with all the safe-guards that honesty 
and ingenuity can produce, goes with­ 
out sayicg; but that the governing t 
should be called upon to be the guard­ 
ian of such accumulations, is a debat­ 
able question. 
The Mutual Savings banks,

The W ordy W ar o f th e W heels Goes Mer­ 
rily On. 
Competition between chain and chain­ 
less bicycles is shown in the efforts of 
manufacturers and dealers to attract at­ 
tention, but the public has not yet made 
manifest its decision between the contend­ 
ing forces. The Schultz i6 one of the most 
interesting of recent chainless varieties. It 
is not a bevel gear, but is operated by a 
system of double piston rods connecting 
with the sprocket wheel in front and work­ 
ing cranks attached to the rear wheel. 
The design of the frame for the machine 
is a distinct departure from anything that 
has been devised. 
The working parts, 
however, that constitute the gear can be 
attached to any frame, so that it is possi­ 
ble for a chain wheel to be converted into 
a chainless. Balls are used in alt the bear­ 
ings, and the inventor asserts that the de­ 
vice is as strong as it is simple and capable 
of standing strain of collision and shock 
of fall. The gear can be varied as the size 
of the sprocket wheel is changed. Speak­ 
ing of the combat between chain and 
chainless wheels in general, a writer in 
The American Machinist makes the point 
that the chain is as good in every particu­ 
lar as it was before the chainless din be­ 
gan to be heard. 
We are saying not a 
word here as to whether some of the novel 
chainless devices are any better than or as 
good as or not as good as the chain driven 
wheel, but we merely wish to insist that 
the term chainless is not necessarily an 
adjective which guarantees superlative 
excellence or, indeed, carries the slightest 
presumption of improvement. 
Chainless 
is a negative term and means simply, just 
asorankless or tubeless might mean, some­ 
thing different in style of construction or 
in means of propulsion. 
The chainless 
wheel being simply something different, 
it should be examined'and tried fipon that 
basis. 
The fairest of fair play is surely 
enough to accord it. 
Superiority in serv­ 
ice will not eventually be determined by 
nomenclature, however it may sound at 
the beginning. 
The makers of wheels , cago? 
have generally and most successfully striv­ 
en to produce in every detail the most ex­ 
cellent and reliable machine that man 
could imagine and have indeed gone far 
beyond what those best informed would a 
few years ago have dared to hope for. We 
may be assured that now that the chain­ 
less feature is employing their best talent, 
both in design! icr anci 
manufacturing, 
the product will be at least worthy of 
most respectful consideration, as it must 
also invite all honest criticism.
